Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Ahola et al. (WO 97/45367) discloses a method of producing biodegradable silica fiber at 
a starting sol viscosity of 10 mPa.s. The starting sol viscosity in Ahola is lower that the starting 
viscosity 1, 000 to 15,000 mPa.s and 2,000 to 50,000 mPa.s and thus the method of Ahola differs 
from the method of the instant claims. Lin et al. (US 4,919,871) prepares silica fibers where 
ammonia the sol is treated with ammonia and this treatment condenses the Si-OH groups to 
hydrophobic siloxane groups and thus the resulting fiber of Lin is not biodegradable. The 
method of Lin differs from the method of the instant claims. Therefore, the pending claims are 
allowable.
